Sr. Vogt made this an- 
nouncement in Washington, where 
he had come for conferences. 

A large tract of land of five

In its “emergency program”’ the 
Commerce Confederation 
posed that its Tourism Council be 
given official standing pending the 
creation of a permanent Govern- 


pro- 


ment tourism body in Brazil so 
that long-range coordination poli- 
cies can move ahead. It proposed 
the establishment in the Bank of 
Brazil of a special department to 
finance tourism undertakings, es- 
pecially the construction of hotels, 
and special legislation to encour- 
age the hotel industry. 

A host of “off-the-beaten-path” 
places of interest are to be found 
in Brazil. These do not get many 
visitors and consequently their 
share of tourist dollars for a vari- 
ety of reasons, chiefly lack of ade- 
quate hostel facilities for a large 
influx of people. Some of these 
may be worth pointing out here. 

There are many side trips that 
can be made, on which the curious 
tourist can enjoy himself and 
learn. In the port of Santos, a 
little over one hour by car from 
Sao Paulo down a first-class high- 
way, the ships are loaded with 
Brazil’s coffee crop for export to 
the United States and Europe. 
Near by is the famous Guaruja 
beach resort, with excellent swim- 
ming. 


Volta Redonda 
A few hours from Rio by car 
or train is the town of Volta Re- 
donda, where Brazil’s great steel 
mills are busy. A steel mill in it- 


‘self is hardly a tourist attraction, 


but the town could be that. It has 
changed in than a decade 
from a sleepy hamlet into a busy 
frontier town. There is an excel- 
lent hotel here with a swimming 
pool on top of a hill overlooking 
the smoke-belching furnaces. 

Sao Salvador, the capital of 
Bahia, has 365 churches, colorful 
old Bahiana women in costumes 
selling sweets and delicious sea- 
food, and a lovely old harbor.

Commerce between Brazil and 
the United States is an example 
of this behavior. Even before the 
War our imports from this great 
country represented a _ relatively 
low proportion of capital goods 
today dominant in the exchanges 
between the two countries.

Strengthening Needed 

We are, then, in the extreme 
position of having to strengthen 
the country’s exchange position 
decidedly. This is the most urgent 
problem facing us today and one 
which requires all the capacity we 
possess and all the effort we can 
muster. This does not mean that 
such an effort may not be supple- 
mented with appropriate meas- 
ures giving impetus to the inflow 
of capital, both public and pri- 
vate, and with substitutes, where- 
ever possible, for imports.
